1 . The objections to the drawings are withdrawn because of the remarks dated 
12/20/06. The applicant specifically recites reference number and figures that show 
support to the claimed features, therefore overcoming the drawing objections made in 
the last office action. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The subject matter of the independent claim could either not be found or was not 
suggested in the prior art of record. The subject matter not found was a disposable 
syringe with a spring biasing a coupling rod that engages an anchoring a portion of a 
needle seat in which continuing pressure on the plunger disengages the needle seat 
grip member and thereafter releases the biasing spring to permit retraction of the needle 
seat, and the specific relationship of the coupling member (including the shank portion 
and thrust end) the biasing member, the retaining member and triggering member and 
how the triggering member controls the retaining member which in turn controls the 
biasing of the coupling rod and how it will be retracted. 

The independent claims also include other patentable subject matter in 
combination with the other elements or steps of the claim not mention in the above 
paragraph. 

The cited prior art of Paxton et al. and Marshall fails to disclose a specific 
retaining member and a triggering member as well as how the syringe retraction 
mechanism works as compared with the functional language of the claimed invention. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
